A few trees in the business 
district were taken down today 
—but only on the assumption 
that other trees would be put 
in their place. 

Pepper trees in front of the 
new Safeway store were remov- 
ed this morning. As tentative- 
ly considered now, ornamental 
trees will be placed along the 
curb on East Ninth street from 
Euclid to Third avenues. The 
new trees will not only replace 
the pepper trees but also ex- 
tend the tree planting program 
to include the business district. 

For years consideration has 
been given here to the plan of 
placing trees in the business 
district. The new movement 
was started with the request 
by Safeway store officials that 
the peppers be removed. The 
city planning commission last 
week tentatively approved the 
tree removal if other trees were 
set out in the business district. 

On Thursday night the city 
council will consider a petition 
from East Ninth street business 
people asking that ornamental 
trees be placed along the curbs. 
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Only one out of five men reg- 
istered at Upland’s. draft board 
are being placed in class 1, or the 
class which means eligibility for 
military service. 

Out of the first 100 men class- 
ified, approximately 20 were elig- 
ible for’’selective service. 

Just how many of the 20 per 
cent will pass their physical ex- 
aminations and be put in class 
1-A is not known, since physicians 
have not completed this part of 
the work. 

Out of the first four examined, 
however, three qualified for Class 
1-A, and one for Class 1-B, or 
the class which means availability 
for limited military service. Poor 
eyesight is usually the chief cause 
for Class 1-B rather than Class 


1-A rating.

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Ontario city councilmen are 
considering various proposed in- 
dustrial propositions at special 
meetings tonight and tomorrow 
night—and they are too busy to 
act on a proposed settlement of 
the Upland-Ontario sewage dis- 
posal question. 

A regular council meeting was 
held last night. A recess was 
taken to enable the officials to 
informally discuss propositions 
that may affect the city’s airport 
and other property. 

Mayor George P. Weldon, how- 
ever, expressed the belief that 
the two cities could reach a sat- 
isfactory settlement relative to a 
proposed enlargement of the sew- 
age disposal plant located in On- 
tario. Upland has the oppertun- 
ity to renew a contract with On- 
tario and by so doing place all 
the financial burden in the plant 
enlargement upon Ontario. 

In a spirit of fairness, however, 
Upland city council recently 
agreed to contribute $17,000 to- 
ward cost of the enlargement.

READY FOR BIG CHRISTMAS; 


Mrs. A. E. MacLaren, who pre- 
sides at the Upland post office 
parcel post window, is ready for 
another Christmas gift mailing 
season to start. 

Although only a few packages 
have gone from here so far, Mrs. 
MacLaren knows that customers 
will soon be standing in line to 
send Christmas cheer to friends 
and relatives. 

In mailing of Christmas pack- 
ages, one of the first things to 
remember is to write the address 
legibly. Place the addressee’s 
name and address on the face of 
the package, and your own name 
and address in the upper left- 
hand corner of the parcel. One 
address on a parcel is enough; 
more than one is confusing. Fur- 
thermore, the post office advises 
that it is a good idea to place 


your name and address on a slip 
of paper within the parcel. 

Last year, in one large post 
office, there were more than 15 
tons of unmarked and undeliver- 
able Christmas parcels. They had 
been there since mid-December 
waiting for inquiries and com- 
plaints. Some were never dispos- 
ed of, and were at last sent to 
the dead section and sold or des- 
troyed in February. 

Wrap well and tie securely, the 
post office also advises. Last 
year a parcel was received at the 
Upland office wrapped in white 
tissue paper and tied with fragile 
cellophane ribbon. The address 
was pasted on insecurely. It 
was a marvel that it reached its 
destination.

NINETEENTH STREET WORK 
ON CONDUIT NEARLY DONE 


What does flood control work 
mean to the average resident of 
Upland? 

What does it mean when an- 
nouncement is made that another 
flood control project is now being 
completed ? 

This week, for instance, the 
settling of the dirt over the Nine- 
teenth street conduit brings to a 
close another project carried out 
by zone 1 of the county flood con- 
trol district. 

To give the significance of the 
flood control program in this sec- 
tion, A. C. Reynolds, chairman of 
the advisory committee of zone 1 
and his committee prepared the 
following report: 

STARTED IN 1939 

“Created by a special act of 
the state legislature, the San 
Bernardino county flood control 
district dates back to April 21, 
1939,” the report says. “The 
county supervisors are also the 
board of supervisors of the flood 
control district. C. E. Grier takes 
care of all right-of-way and land 
negotiations. Howard Way, coun- 
ty surveyor, is chief engineer, 
and R. V. Ward of Upland, assist- 
ant engineer, has been in charge 
of drawing plans for most of the 
projects. 

“Tax money which is now being 
paid is financing new flood con- 
trol work,” explains the commit- 
tee. “In fact, work now being 
done on East Eighth street, in 
moving huge banks of dirt to 
form basins for retarding water, 
represents 1940-41 tax money.” 
These basins extend south to 
Fourth street. 

Because of the importance of 
control of flood waters, the tax 
rate for 1940-41 has been increas- 
ed from 10 cents to 15 cents. This 


applies to both unincorporated 
and incorporated areas. 


INCREASE NECESSARY 

“The increase,” says the com- 
mittee, “was made in order to 
complete the College Heights 
project, which has been under 
construction for several years; to 
complete a portion of the East 
Eighth street spreading grounds, 
so that it could be used; to meet 
the insistent demand of property 
owners along Day creek channel 
for relief from flood damage in 
the vineyard section, and to com- 
plete the Nineteenth street proj- 
ect.” 

“Originated here by San An- 
tonio Water Co. as far back as 
1903, flood control by means of 
spreading water over porous soil 
| So that it sinks into underground 
reservoirs, has proved to be a 
most effective and inexpensive 
means of conserving water,” ac- 
cording to Mr. Reynolds, manager 
of the San Antonio Water Co. 

Few people realize that dur- 
ing the winter season there is a 
smal) lake just south of Nine- 
teenth street in the Cucamonga 
wash. Here gravity water, which 

comes out of San Antonio can- 
yon, is held back by a high earth 

wall, controlled at various points 
by concrete gates. When the 
gravity water is not being used 
for irrigation purposes, it is put 
in the reservoir, and most of it 
sinks into the light, sandy soil. 
DRAINS TWO WAYS 

Because of the contour of the 

land, a portion of the water in 

this section drains into the San 

Antonio wash, and another por- 

tion goes into the Cucamonga 

wash.
